Unveiling a bust of Mr. Asquith at 
Oxford on Saturday, the Lord Chancellor 
said he was the most distinguished man 
Oxford contributed to politics since Glad- 
stone and Salisbury. He brought a united 
nation into the war, and his decision to 
send the Army to France was among the 
great and unforgettable decisions of 
history. 


It is officially announced that Sir John 
Anderson, Chairman of the Board of 
Inland Revenue, has been appointed 
Under-Secretary for Ireland jointly with 
Right Hon. James McMahon. Mr. A. W 
Cope, of the Ministry of Pensions, has 
been appointed Assistant Under-Secretary 
on the retirement of Sir John Taylor.

Many of our great respon- 
sibilities 
free will, many are legacies of war and 
revolution . Before they can be discharged 
the resources of the Empire must be taxed 
to the uttermost; but they can, and will, 
be discharged if the mother country and 
her Dominions stand firmly together. Their 
greatest enemy at present is Bolshevism. 


| The chiefs of the Russian Soviets have 


never disguised their implacable hostility 
to the British Empire. Their aim is to 
subvert, civilised society and the Empire is 
its stromgest bulwark. For that ‘reason 
they are trying to wound it in its most 
vulnerable parts. 
Enver Pasha as án instrument against 
Egypt, and their invasion of Persia is in- 
tended to lower British prestige in Islam. 
| It also is a direct invitation to the 
Afghans and Waziris to make mischief 
in India. Lenin has sent a trade deputa- 
tion to- London, as the Greeks sent the 
horse to Troy. Britain must be on her 
guard. against such guests. If Lenin is 
allowed to.put his plans into effect the 
hard-won victories of Britain's sons, from 
Drake to Beatty, from Marlborough to 
Haig, will be robbed of their most precious 
fruits. 

When the Empire was in danger three 
years ago America did ‘not hesitate, and 
played a noble part in bringing the war to 
a successful and glorious issue. As in the 
case of the Dominions, comradeship in 
arms created a new understanding between 
Americans and Britons. A-friendship was 
formed upon which joyful hopes were 
built, and the solidarity of the Anglo- 
Saxon race—thé surest shield of democratic 
progress—beeame a living force. We 
believe that the future of civilisation de- 
pends upon the British’ Empire and the 
United States of America. Great Britain 
has alliances which are essential to her 
safety and to the safety of Europe, but 
ultimately her friendship with America 
is the corner-stone of twentieth century 
democracy. Any word or deed, therefore, 
that may be calculated to injure the good 
relations between the two great Eriglish- 
speaking communities is deeply to be de- 
plored. The letter which Mr. Collis Colby, 
Mr. Lansing’s successor as Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, has sent to the 
Chairman of the House of Representatives’ 
Foreign Affairs Committee is of the highest 
importance. As Secretary of State Mr. 
Colby represents President Wilson and the 
Government of the country.

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The sun was shining brightly the first 
thing this morning, and it continued to 
shin, steadily throughout the day. The 
heat was tempered by ‘a cool breeze. It has 
been a rather different holiday from those 
we have had during the past. year or so. 
The streets were very quiet, few people 
moving about, while the omnibuses were 
only comfortably filled. On Saturday the 
holiday trains leaving London were not 
more than filled, and in many cases there 
were vacant seats. It rather seems that 
the citizen of London has really taken up 
the réle of economist, and ts growing more 
careful with every succeeding day. There 
may, however, be a considerable change in 
the public temper to-morrow, particularly 
if the weather is as fine as it was to-day. 

Business-men generally are a little hope- 
ful that after the present holidays there 
will be an “increase of production on the 
part of the workers. That there must be 
such an increase if this country is to hold 
its own is recognised, and, therefore, the. 
few signs available that the fact is also 
appreciated by the worker are satisiactory. 

e newspapers have done much to bring 
the necessity home to the employed, and 
the Government would be well advised to 
carry on the campaign in a most definite 
form. Once production begins to reach 
the normal there will be such a boom in 
trade as this country has not seen for a 
very long time, while there will also be a 
great increase in employment. Some busi- 
ness men are of opinion that the trade 
unions might relax their apparently cast- 
iron rules for a time if they could be made 
to realjse the urgent nature of, the neces- 
sity. In many trade unions méh, instead 
of working the eight hours a day allowed 
by the unions, are working only’ four or 

e. In Sussex some timber workers are 
working only 32 hours because their union 
forbids overtime, and insists upon travel- 
ling time being reckoned. Trains do not 
fit, and the men have to leave work at 
noon, getting eight hours’ pay for their 33 
hours’ labour. 

The attitude assumed by the trade 
unions in several instances of late is giving 
rise to much comment, and the action that 
must be taken by the Government will be 
watched with interest. The deliberate 
withholding of labour in Ireland and in 
other places to prevent the shipment or 
landing of arms and munitions is a most 
serious matter. In this matter public 
opinion seems to be ahead of that of the 
Government, but it is only apparently so, 
for I understand that the Government do 
not intend to allow the challenge to pass 
unheeded, and have already consulted the 
Law Officers of the Crown.

Altogether he 
got £5 from the accused..

‘The Superior-General of the Christian 
Brothers was asked to fall in line with this 
arrangement, but he stated that he could not 
feel justified in interfering with the arrange- 
ments which individual superiors might be able 
to make. Lay teachers were not Government 
In 1914-15 a minimum salary of £140 
a year was fixed for fully qualified lay teachers, 
and since then the only inctease that they got 
was 14 per cent., which came from a Goyern- 
ment grant. At present there was nothing before 
the layman but penury. Lay teachers were 
leaving Ireland to secure a living wage The 
secondary teachers had received messages of sup- 
port trom trades unions all over the country. 
The meeting subsequently concluded.

DEATH FOLLOWS BURNS. 


DESTRUCTION OF BALLYBRACK 
BARRACKS RECALLED. 


Dr. Louis A. Byrne, City Coroner, held an 

inquest in the Mater Misericordie Hospital, 
Dublin, on Saturday regarding =the death ol 
Patrick Meaney, Carlow, a young unmarried 
man, who was admitted on the 12th inst., suffer- 
ing from shock and burns, and died on the 21st 
inst. 
Mr. Holmes (instructed by the Chief Crown 
Solicitor) attended on behalf of the Crown, and 
County Inspector H. M. Loundes represented 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. . i 

Evidence of identification heving been given, 

Dr. O'Flaherty, house surgeon, stated that 
Meaney was admitted to the hospital 
suffering from intense, shock end burns. 
A post-mortem examination indicated that 
the deceased man was well nourished. 
There were, scars on the legs, ~ result- 
ing from burns, and extensive superficial burns 
on the i ee forearms, and ribs. All the nails 
of the hands were missing. The face, ears, and 
upper portion of the neck also showed extensive 
superficial burns, In his opinion déath was due 
to toxina, following bronchial pneumonia. 

In reply to Mr. Holmes, the witness said that 


some skin and nails (produced) might belong to. 


the deceased man, but he would not say posi- 
tively that they did. 

Sergeant John J. Flanagan, Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, Cabinteely, stated that at 2.30 o'clock 
on the morning of the 13th inet. he went to the 
police barracks at Ballybrack, which had been 
destroyed by fire. The fire was still smoukie- 
ing when he arrived, and, having searched the 
barracks, he found a coat, in the pockets of 
which were a loaded revolver, a tobacco pouch, 
with the initials “ P.J.M."’ on it, a pipe, and a 
handkerchief. There was no name on the hand- 
kerchief. He saw traces of blood on the foun- 
tain, aml a military officer gave him the skin 
and nails there produced. There were traces of 
blood for about four hundred yards in the direc- 
tion of Ballybrack and in the direction of 
Dublin. 

Lieutenant Leonard Rudge, 2nd Worcester 
Regiment, deposed that he found skin and nails, 
which he handed to Sergeant Flanagan, and an 


overcoat. 


Harriet Virginia Hurst, who stated that she 


lived with her. mother at Ballybrack Barracks, 


described the raid on the barracks on the night 


of the 12th inst., and said that at about 9.50 


p.m. @ party of men, some of whom were 


armed and some masked, arrived, and, saying 


that they were sorry, but that they had come 
to burn down the barracks, told her mother 


and witness that they would give them ten 
minutes to leave. Her mother and she got out 


as much furniture as they could and fefit. The 
party then set fire to the building and left im- 
mediately efter the burning, She did not see 
anyone injured, 

Mr. Holmes then addressed the jury, and said 
that he brought forward the evidence regardin 
the skin and nails to show that the aa 
man, who was brought to the hospital on the 
12th inst., and died es the result of burns, 
might possibly be the man to whom that skin 
belonged, and one of the party that set fire to 
Ballybrack Barracks, and by some means or 


other set fire to himself also. 


The jury returned a verdict in agreement 
with the medical evidence, adding that there 
was no evidence to show what caused the burhs. 
and expressing sympathy with the relatives of 
the deceased man.
